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For any young player, trying to make the grade at their chosen sport, it can sometimes be a 
very lonely and tough life. It is especially more so, for players if they have travelled away from 
their family in order to achieve their goals, whether they are from the country, interstate or going 
overseas. 


Clubs know that they must get the best young talent around and invest wisely in their future. 
Unfortunately many don’t succeed because the players are not in the right environment or are left 
to fend for themselves by the Club. 


The philosophy of Parramatta Power Soccer Club since their inclusion into the competition 
this season, was to be the most professional club in Australia, and it is the little things that may 
see this happen sooner rather than later. 


Four players - Mile Sterjovski, Michael Santalab, Barney Smith and Lachlan Campbell - will 
certainly testify that Parramatta Power is probably there already. 


All four have been put into accommodation purchased by the Parramatta Leagues Club. 
Michael and Barney share a unit, while Mile and Lachlan live in separate units. All three 
apartments are very close to one another and are close to the Club and Parramatta Stadium. 


“Itis a big advantage being so close to the club and ground,” said Lachlan, who came to 
Parramatta from Adelaide. “As | don’t have a car, it makes it so much easier to get to training and 
games.” 


“The club has tried to make it as easy for me as 
possible and have treated me very well,” Lachlan added. 


Mile and Michael hail from Wollongong but both had 
no hesitation in accepting the offer of accommodation. 
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“Barney and | lived together while at Sydney United 
last year. Even though for me it wasn’t a long drive from 
Wollongong, | don’t like all the travelling, especially if 
your training every day. It is less taxing on you, if you 
don't have far to travel to training,” said Mile. 


Barney, who hails from Canberra and has already 
had a stint with Brisbane Strikers, believes it is a must to 
make young players feel at home if they are from 
interstate.

; “Having the other players around is great, as it takes 
away the loneliness and boredom if you are stuck by yourself. We often take turns to cook for one 
another , go out together and generally keep each other company.” 


All believe it is a good grounding for the future especially if you go overseas. 


Parramatta Power Chairman Alan Overton, who is also Chairman of the Property Committee, 
believes this is just one of ways that Power is taking soccer to a new level of professionalism. 


“| wouldn't think too many clubs can provide these sorts of facilities for its young players,” 
said Mr Overton. 


The Leagues Club in all owns 29 properties, 22 of which are residential units, basically for 
players of the Parramatta Eels and now Power players. The Club also owns 7 commercial 


HOUSING ABOUT 


properties in Parramatta as well. Alan estimates the total worth of all properties is somewhere 
around $27 million dollars. 


Mr Overton adds, “It's a big investment by the Club but one which has proven its worth over 
the years in League and now hopefully for the Power as well.” 


“It is all part of the learning process for these young boys and if they can learn in an 
environment which is supportive and friendly, they will become a better and more mature person 
for it later in life.” 


The Club's policy also includes a scheme for the very young players (15-16 year olds) where 
they are put into a family house. 

“We have two houses set up for the very young ones,” said Mr Overton. “These houses are 
run by a couple and they act as psuedo parents to the kids, so they are still part of that family 
environment. 

Once we believe they are mature enough, we then allow them to move in with a player a little 
bit older than them, who usually has been through the same situation.” 

Plans are already in place for Youth Team Gear Steward and First Grade Co-ordinator, Ray 
Gerrie, to move into one of these houses at Northmead, where he and his wife will take in several 
young players from the North Coast, who are coming to train with the Power over the next few 
months.

With both teams coming off losses last weekend, tonight's match is vitally 
important in terms of keeping touch with the leaders. 


The Power went down to Adelaide Force 2-1, while Canberra suffered another 
last gasp 1-0 loss, this time to Brisbane. 


Canberra, after three seasons of running last in the competition, are keen to 
put things right this year and with several key signings are already looking 
like a more competitive outfit. Coach Tom Sermanni did a good job when he 
took over in the middle of last season and he will certainly get the best out of 
his players this year. 

So after three home games in succession, Canberra travel to the 
‘Powerhouse’ determined to secure a second win for the season. 


We talked to Power defender Michael Santalab about tonight’s game. 


Power Play (PP) - So after three rounds, how would you rate the Power's 
performances? 
RTT Michael Santalab (MS) - So far | would have to say we have 
performed a little below par. We know we have a lot of 
room for improvement and | think the results reflect that. 
We have been performing in patches and need to get more 
consistency throughout the games. Against Adelaide we 
probably had more of the play but failed to capitalise on 
that possession. They hit us with two goals just before 
half-time which really did the damage. Peter Bennett got us 
back into it and we were getting on top when Walter Ardone 
was sent off. Even then we still could have forced an 
equaliser, so despite losing we could take something positive 
out of the game. 


PP - Is it hard going from part-time to full-time football? 


MS - It is harder than most people think. Most of the guys were going from 
jobs to training last year and you got used to that routine. Now as full-time 
players, you have a lot more spare time on your hands and that can be 
daunting if you are not used it. | think some of us have taken longer to get . 
used to it than others but I’m sure everyone is coping well enough now. 


PP - Canberra have been wooden spooners for the past three seasons, do you 
think things will be any different this year? 


MS - Seeing their results under Tom Sermanni towards the end of last 
season, you could tell that things would be different this year. We played 
them in a pre-season game and they beat us 1-0, so we know they are not 
going to be easy tonight. They have picked up some very handy players like 
Alex Castro and Jason Polak, while Robbie Hooker is very experienced and 
has stiffened up their backline. | understand they have been very unlucky in 
their two losses and this will only make them even more determined to do 
well tonight. 


PP - Who are their danger players to look out for? 


MS - | would say Polak will be their chief playmaker and he will have to be 
closed down. Castro is very dangerous down the flank, while lvo De Jesus is 
a quick and skillful striker. | think from a team point of view, Sermanni will be 
making sure they keep their shape and not lose their discipline. From our 
point of view, we have to make sure we concentrate on our own game and if 
we can do that, then we have a great chance of winning.
